May it please tour Excei.lenct, 

I have the honour to submit the following Report and Tables concerning Irish 
Agricultural Labourers who annually seek work at a distance from their homes. 

The information comprised in this Report is in continuation of that presented in the 
yeai-s 18S0 and 1881, and is of a nature somewhat similar to portions of the Census 
Report for the year 1841, when an attempt was fii-st made to inquire into the oouditions 
comiected with the occupation of Migratory Agricultuml Labourers in Ireland. This 
Report possesses more interest than its predecessors, from the fact that the compari.sons 
Avith the population have been all revised in accordance with the results of the recent 
Census. The earnings of the Migratory Labourers are such an important olemeut in the 
annual income of many of the peasant families of the ivest of Ireland, that the falling 
off in number shown by the accompanying tables, must cause a material reduction in the 
means of subsistence of these poor people. A reference to the tables (Tables 48 to 62) 
in the General Report of the Census Commissioners for Ireland for 1S81, relating to 
the area, valuation, and population of agricultural holdings, Avill show how narrow is 
the means of subsistence of the agricultural population in these portions of the west of 
Ireland, where the homes of these Migiatory Xabourei's are priuclually situated. It 
would be out of place to follow out this interesting inquiry in tto Report, but reference 
thereto will be found at page 11 of the Report of the Census Commissioner, which has 
been already submitted to your Excellency. Again referring to the: extent and produce 
returns of the crops in Ireland, issued by this department, it will be apparent that the 
earnings of the Migratory Labourens aro an essential element of existence to a large 
i>oi tion of the v'estern peasantry of Ireland. 

The Chairman of the Midland Great Western Railway has, as in the year 1881, kindly 
furnished the statistics of “harvestmen” travelling over that company’s lines. The 
returns from the various ports have been collected by the emigiution enumerators, and 
the information obtained at the homes of the migratory labourers has been obtained by 
the enumerators of agricultural statistics. The results are set forth in the folloAving 
statements : —

From the returns obtained by the enumerators of agricultural statistics it appears 
that there were in June of this year 16,836 persons (including (5 females) who had 
either left or intended to leave their homes to seek employment as agricultural labourers 
elsewhere. Of these, 5,. o37 had not left their homes at the time of the enumeration. The 
corresponding number for 1881 was 21,322, showing a decrca.se of 4,486 or 21 '0 per cent. 

From the returns collected by the enumerators of emigrants at Irish ports, together 
wdth the inforraatiou furnished by the authorities of the Midland Great Western. 
Railway, it would appear that 35,687 agricultural labourers travelled as passengers 
jomneying to seek employment at a distance from theii- homos. Comparing these 
figures with those for 1881, it appears there is a decrease of 9,259. This decrease is 
partly due to the falling off in the number enumerated at Irish ports, where the numbers 
were for 1881 and 1882 respectively 18,.'579 and 14,265, showing a decrease of 4,314. 

In the Midland Great Western Railwaj’’ returns a similar decrease is observed, for in 
1881 26,307 haiwestmen were carried by the Company, whereas in 1882 there were 
21,422, or 4,94.5 leas than in the previous year. The number of harvestmen who 
traveled over this line in 1830 was 27,0.50, in 1879 it was 32,679, in 1878 it was 33,880, 
and in 1877 the number was 23,266. 

A similar discrepancy to that observed in 1881 between the results obtained by the 
two methods is also observable in the statistics for 1882. 

It has been ascertained that a considerable number of the agi'icultuval labourers 
who migi'ate annually to England pay two visits. This is an element wliich it is impos- 
sible accurately to eliminate Trom the emigration and railway returns. On inquiry at the 
Midland Great Western Railway I have been informed that, “ about 2,000 go twice 
each year,” and that, “ a largo number remain in the counties near Dublin.” 

The numbere returned by the agricultural enumerators apparently (as mentioned in 
the Report for 1881), represent those who habituallv pursue the avocation of migratory 
agricultural labourers, 

A review of the returns furnished by the agricultural enumerators shows that the 
total number of those in Ireland who pursued this particular kind of employment 
was, in the j’ear 1882, 1 6,836, or at the rate of 3 '3 per 1,000 of the popul.?.tion according 
to the Census of 1881.

Nearly three-fourths of the entire number, namely, 12,507, are natives of the Province 
of Connaught. Of these, 7,918 come from the county of Mayo alone, which county 
furnishes nearly one-half of all the Irish migratory labourers. The railway returns point 
to a similar conclusion, as the persons who travelled on “harvestmen’s tickets ” from 
the Railway stations situated in that county amount to 16,051, or nearly one-half 
of the number returned by the railway authorities and emigration cnumei-ators 
combined. In 1841 Mayo, as pointed out in the Report for 1880, was the principal 
source of these migi-atory labourers. The number from Mayo in 1881 was but 
shghtly diffeient from that in 1880 and corresponds closely with the number for 
1841, when it was 10,430, or 312 less than in 1881. It must not be forgotten that 
many who start from Mayo stations on the Midland Great Westcni Railway aie 
natives of Sligo and Galway. The 7,018 returned on “Form M,” Agricultural Statistics, 
were distributed among the various poor law unions in Mayo ; the principal being, 
Swineford, 3,523; Claremorris, 1,245 ; Castlebar, 1,1G2, tlie numbers being much 
smaller for the other unions (see Table II. and Table in Appendix). 'I'lic numbers 
furnished by the other counties of Connaught are Galway, 1,953 ; Roscommon, 1,454 ; 
Sligo, 654 ; Leitrim, 528. 

The next province in importance, as to the supply of migratory labourers, is Ulster. 
The total number furnished by Ulster is 3,453, of these 1,594 (or ncfivly one-hali) are 
natives of the county of Donegal. The numbers furnished by tho various Poor Law 
Unions in this county were — Glcnties 623, Dunfanaghy, 404; Millford, 258 ; Inishowen, 
172, the other unions furnishing but small numbers. It will be observed that tlic 
numbers for the four unions named make a total of 1,457, showing that nearly all the 
migratuiy labourers of Donegal and nearly half of all from Ulster are natives of the 
very limited area along the Donegal coast comprised in these four unions. Of the 
Ulster counties the next in order to Donegal is Armagh, which furnislies 586, of whom 
326 are natives of the Newry, 148 of the Armagh, and 01 of the Castleblayuey union, 
making 535 from these three unions alone. Tlie comity of Down furnishes 282, 
Tyrone 272, Monaghan, 244, Cavan 193, Londonderry 124, Antrim 94, and Fermanagh 

54. 

The province of Leinster furnishes only 519 migratory labourers. Those are 
princip^ly natives of the counties of Loutli, Longford, and Meath, which rospoctivoly 
furnish 184, 123, and 85, or about two-thirds of the whole iiiimbur from this province. 
The numbers furnished by the other counties of Leinster arc very sinLill, ranging from 
35 in Wexford to 2 in Carlow. 

The province of Munster furnishes 357 or about two-thirds of tlm number ft’om 
Leinster. They are distributed aa follows, among tho various comities: — Keriy, 111, 
Cork 105, Tipperary 48, Waterford, 46, Limerick 32, Clare 15. 

Comparing the foregoing analysis with the eorrespouding I'cturns fbi- tlie year 1881 
it will be observed that while the total number of migratory labouroi's has diminished 
by 4,486, the decrease is by no means equally distributed. In the province of 
Leinster the nmnberB show a decrease of 245, or 32'1 per cent. ; in ^lunstcr of lOS, or 
23'2 per cent. In these two provinces the numbers were so small in 1881 and 1882 
that they could not have any appreciable effect on the .social condition of tlie labouring 
classes or on the labour market. In Ulster a diminution is also fmnd. The number 
in 1881 was 3,683, while in 1882 it was 3,453, showing a decrease of 230, or G'2 per 
cent. A slight increase occurred in Donegal which county is the cliief residence of the 
inigi*atory l^ourera of Ulster. On. referring to the figures for Connaught, it is found 
that numbers rose from 15,774 in 1880 to 16,410 in 1 881, but fell to 12,507 in 1882, 
showing a large decrease, namely, of 3,903, or 23‘8 per cent., compared with tho numbers 
for 1881. It thus appears that a large number of the inhabitants of Connaught still 
pureue the avocation of migratory labourers, while in the rest of Ireland the steady 
decrease of this method of earning wages which has been going on for many years still 
continues. Mayo still heads tho list with the largest number, and shows the loi-gest 
decrease compared with the previous year. 

II. — The proportion which the migratory Ic^ourers hear to the popxdation resident 
in the districts from which they come is a matter of more importance than the absolute 
number from any paa-ticular area. In Table I. the proportion of migratory labourers 
per 1,000 of the population in 1881 is given. It will be observed that the proportion 
for the whole of Ireland is but 3'3 per 1,000, but when considered by provinces it is 
found that the proportion in Connaught is 15'2 per 1,000, in Ulster it is 2'0, in 
Leinster 0-4, and*in Munster but 0-3. 

A more exact anal^is of the numbers furnished by Connaught shows that in Mayo 
the proportion of migratory labourers to the population reached the large number of 
32’3 per 1,000 ; in Roscommon it was IVO ; in Galway, 8T ; in Leitrim, 5 ‘8; in Sligo, 5 '9. 
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In Ulster, the proportion reached 7*7 in Donegal, but in all other countiesit was under 
S'O per 1,000 except Armagh where it reached 3‘6. 

In Leinster the only counties where the number exceeded 1 per 1,000 were 
Longfoi’d and Louth, where the ratios were 2‘0, and 2*4 respectively. 

In all the counties of Munster the numbers were so small that they were not likely 
to have any important general effect. 

The foliounug are therefore the counties in which the influence of the migration 
of labourers is most likely to be felt, and where the proportion exceeds 10 per 1,000 of 
the population : —

The propoiiion of migratory labourers to the adult male population is an important 
element. This is shown in Table III., and tlie results are still more striking tlran 
■when the numbers are viewed merely in relation to the total population. 

In this statement Muyo appears in a still more vemarkablo light for it is found that 
no less tliau 14-3 per cent, of the adult male population usually seek employment at a 
distance from their homes. In no other county in Ireland does the proportion reach 
5 per cent. 

In Boscommon the proportion is 4-4 per cent; iu Galway, 3'2 ; in Donegal, 3*0;

III. — The social position, of the Irish Migratory Lalwurer at home is besk estimated by 
tlie fact of his being or not being a landholder, and, if a landholder, by the extent of his 
holding. Table IV. contains the required information, from which it appears that of the 
16,836 Irish migratory labourers 10,668 or 63 4 per cent, are not landholders. The 
per-centage for each of the four provinces of migratory labourers who are not land- 
holders is as follows : —

Thus the landholding migratory labourers are proportionally much mere- nuincrous 
in Connaught than elsewhere. Again, the average amount, of land held-'.by those who 
are landholders is greater in Connaught than ekewhere.

A further reference to Table IV. will show that it is only in Coanau^b that- any 
considerable number of migratory labourera hold farms exceeding an area of fifteen 
a.cres. In considering this point the low value of the land in many parts ot Cbimaught 
must be taken into consideration. 

It will be found on analysis by counties and unions that the conditions of the 
migratory labourers in relation to the lard bear pretty much the same ratios as when 
considered by provinces. The proportions no doubt vary within small limits, ns will be 
seen by inspection of the Table in the Appendix, Mayo in this, as iu nearly all other 
instances, shaws the maximum of anomaly. Of the 7,f)lS natives of Mayo, 3,447, or 
43 o3 per cent., are landholders, and of these 3,447 only 508, or 14 74 per cent., occupied 
hc'ldings not exceeding five acres.

It appears that 78'53 per cent, sought work in England, 14'3S pur cunt, in Scotland, 
and G‘39 jjer ceut. in Ireland. 

A comparison of the provinces shows that in Leinster of the 519 labourers, 283 sought 
employment in Great Britain, and 231, or 44 51 per cent., in Ireiancl. 

In Munster, of the 357 labourers 164 sought work in Great Britain, and 193, or 54'06 
per cent., merely migrated to other parts of Ireland. 

In Ulster, of the 3,453 labourers 2,882 sought work in Great Britain (994 in England, 
and 1,888 in Scotland), while 571, or 16‘54 per cent., sought employment in Ireland. 

In Connaught, of the 12,507, 12,343 sought work in Great Britain (only 505 of these 
in Scotland), and but 164, or 1'31 per cent, in other parts of Ireland.
